4. I am familiar with Standard Textile's woven terry fabric products 
marketed under the trademark "Gentium" (herein refers to as "the Cent™ Products")', such 
Centium Products inciude polyester fill yams, cotton (or cottonpoly blend) warp yams, and 
cotton pile yams woven together in a thtee-pick imy weave . , ^ ^ ^ ^ 

Heiman appiication se, on. in me caption above are directed to a warp and/or fill yam consisting 
essentially of non-moisture-tiansponing synthetic filament and being devoid of moisture 

weave, which covers the Centium Products construction. 

5. From April 2006 to the end of December 2006, Brady Linen has purchased 
over 89,000 units of the Centium Products, which include the fill yam consisting essentially of 
non-moisture-transporting synthetic fflament and being devoid of moisture nansporiing fiber, and 
three-pick terry weave, with purchasing costs for the Centium Products totaling about 250K (or 
about $28,000 per month). 

6. Prior to purchasing the Centium Products, Brady Linen had purchased 
certain woven terry fabric products from another textile manufacturer, such fabric did no, include 
a warp and/or fill yam counting essentially of non-moiature-tiar.porting synthetic filament and 
being devoid of moisture mansporting fiber (herein referred to as "non-Centium Products"). 

7. In making a decision to switch and to begin purchasing the Centium 
Products, Brady Linen recognized that the Centium Products provided a better nonaction as 
compared to the non-Centium Product, For example, the Centium Products provide a gmator
